The young Man, who bro't. the Report of Saus 
Death, and his own Share 1 er baſtening it, 
was an Amalekite. Some indeed ſuppoſe, that the

; But the learned ScymiDivs proves from various Ar- 
| guments, that he gave a true and faithful Relation f. 


It ſeems evident from his Account, that King 
Saul had fallen upon his Sword; and his Ar mor- 
Bearer, ſuppoſing him to be dead by his Fall, hence 
ſtab d himſelf: But, by ſome Error in the Sword of 
the haſty Monarch, the Thruſt miſſed his Heart: 
And hence he lay bleeding and panting, when the 
young Amalekite was approaching unto him. The 
diſcouraged Monarch, perceiving his wretched 
Condition, therefore entreated this young Man to 
diſpatch him with another and more effectual 
Wound: TheYouth readily complied with his De- 
fire; as knowing his Condition to be Mortal by the 
Wound which he had already received. 


And' here I cannot help obſerving, what indeed 
muft be obvious to every careful Reader of the in- 
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ſpired Records, that there was a ſignal Providence 
of Heaven in it, that an Amalebite ſhould be the 
Inſtru ment of the King's Death.

Zut to return, The young Amalekite gave a de- 
monſtrative Proof of Saur's Death by bringing with 
him the Es ſigus of bis Regal Power & Authority, namely, 
the Crown that was on his Head, and the Bracelet 
that embelliſned his Arm, as it is written in the xoth 
Verſe. It is not at all probable, that King Saul. 
ore bis Crown when he was engaged in Battle: For 
bat would have pointed him out as a Mark for the 
Spears and Arrows of the Phili#ines \: But as the 
judiciousDr.Parrick f obſerves, It was carried along 
ich him into the Field by ſome that attended him, 
that ſo he might have it ready to put on if he had 
obtained the Victory and returned in Triumph. 
The Hebrews think, that it was in the Cuſtody of 
Doro his Armor-Bearer; who, before he killed him- 
tfelf, gave it unto his Son, the young Amalekite, 
and directed him to carry it unto Davin, that ſo he 
might ingratiate himſelf with him.

It muſt be confeſſed indeed, that Religion C Piety

Heart: For, when the Ark of the LORD came into

But, however this may be; let the Impiaus an 
Profane cenſure, deſpiſe and ridicule the Religious and 
Good as much as they pleaſe; the Good and Reli - 
gious ought not to be di ſcouraged at it: The God-like 
Davip was not by ſuch a Treatment; but bravely.

6, Thou art a mighty 
Prince wth And it is matter of common Ob- 
ſervation, that they, who abound in Riches, at the 
ſame Time encreaſt in Power and Might. The Pſal- 
miſt has joined theſe two together in deſcribing” 
the Bleſſedneſs of the Good and Obedient : For, ſays he, 
in Pſal cxii.a & 3, His Seed ſhall be mighty on Earth, 
Wealth and Riches ſhall be in his Houſe : Where the 
former appears to be the Effect and Conſequence 
of the latter. And indeed we ſometimes find theſe 
Things more cloſely united, as in the Character 
of Boaz, the greatGrandfather of Davip,of whom 
it is written in Ruth ii. 1, He was @ mighty Man 
of Wealth. Hence then the Wealthy andOpulent, on 
the Account of their vaſt Eſtates and Revenues, 
are to be accounted the Mighty. 5 


Finally, There are ſome who are rendred Mighty by 
the Power, which from the Fountain of all Honor amd 
Majeſty. is derived unto them. The King of Kings and 
Lord of Lords bas given them Dominion and Authority: 
And this Honor, which he has conferred on them, 
procures for them the Character of Elobim, Gods or 
mighty Ones.
